I  signal  viclorv  at  Ponclie-Verde 
over  the  forces  under  General  Telles  en- 
trapping and  routing  his  vanguard  Which 
lost  140  killed,  90  prisoners,  200  horses 
and  iwo  pieces  of  artillery,  besides  arms 
and  munilions.  This  iclegrani  was  receiv- 
ed on  the  iSth.  This  victory  has  of  course 
been  denied  by  the  Caslilliistas  at  Porto 
Alegre,  [nit  it  is  known  thai  large  numhers 
of  wounded  men  have  arrived  at  Livramento 
and  that  some  sharp  fiohting  has  lately 
occurred.  As  the  Castilliisias  are  not 
claiming  victories,  a  safe  conclusion  is  lliat 
they  have  suffered  a  reverse.  A  telegram 
published  here  diis  morning  .says  that°Gu- 
mersindo  Saraiva  attacked  a  government 
force  near  Bage  on  the  17th  and  captured 
1,500  horses.  A  private  telegram  10  the 
chiel  editor  of  the  Paiz  from  Senator  Pi- 
nheiro  Machado,  one  of  the  Caslilhista 
chiefs,  says  however  that  the  eneniv  is  dis- 
persed and  die  "revolution  is  sullocated." 
This  is  probably  inteniled  for  political 
efl'ect.  These  contradictory  reports  make 
it  impossible  for  us  10  know  the  real  situa- 
tion there,  but  the  prohabiliues  are  diat 
the  revolution  is  as  strong  as  ever,  though 
the  federalists  may  not  be  prepared  as  yet 
to  accept  battle  in  the  open  field. 


There  is  but  little  of  practical  value  to 
record  in  connection  with  Congress  during 
the  past  week  beyond  two  votes  adverse  to 
the  policy  of  the  President.  On  the  iSdi 
Deputy  Denietrio  Riheiro,  of  Rio  (Jrancf 
asked  for  a  discussion  of  affairs  in  th; 
state  in  committee  and  the  request  was 
conceded  by  llie  Chamber.  In  the  discus 
sion  which  followed,  the  policy  of  ihe  gov. 
ernment  was  severely  crilicisetl,  and  resolu- 
tions lamcndug  the  situation  in  that  state 
were  proposed.  On  Saturday  Itiese  resolu- 
tions, harmless  but  still  imp'l)'ing  censure, 
were  adopted  by  a  vote  of  62  to  53,  Yes- 
terday the  second  blow  at  the  executive  was 
struck  in  the  Senate  by  a  refu.sal  to  confirm 
the  nomination  of  Dr.  Barata  Riheiro  as 
prefect  of  this  city.  The  nomination  had 
been  under  consideration  by  a  committee 
for  some  days,  and  it  was  believed  that  an 
adverse  report  would  be  rendered  Yes- 
terday this  anticipation  was  realized  and  the 
nomination  was  thrown  out  by  a  vote  of  29 
to  16.  This  action  of  the  Senate  meets 
with  almost  unanimous^approval  in  the 
city,  for  the  official  in  questTulr4KUL.been 
playing  the  role  of  municipal  dictator  in  a 
way  that  promised  bankruptcy  for  the  city 
treasury  in  a  very  short  time.  It  is  a  pity 
he  could  not  have  been  rejectetl  long  ago, 
for  he  has  already  accomplished  an  immense 
amount  of  harm,  and  has  covered  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  city  with  incalculable 
discredit.  The  protection  of  such  men  by 
President  Floriano  can  he  only  a  source  of 
weakness,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 


Ix  his  frenzy  to  carry  out  so-called  muni- 
cipal iraproveinem.s,  the  prelect  of  this  cily 
is  iloing  incalculable  harm  by  the  destruc- 
tion of  shaile  trees.  It  is  a  species  of 
vandalism  so  common  that  it  is  never 
noticed,  for  there  appear  to  lie  veri'  few  true 
lovers  o(  trees  in  this  country,  aiid  almost 
none  who  truly  appreciate  their  real  value 
m  the  economy  of  life.  No  one  seems  to 
know  that  trees  and  shrubs  are  the  lungs  of 
nature,  the  puriliers  of  the  air  we  breatlie. 
There  are  some  who  appreciate  .Uic  shade 
they  give  us,  but  even  among  tliose  there 
are  but  few  who  will  spare  the  tree  which 
lilters  the  dooryard  with  leaves,  -shades  or 
conceals  the  house,  or  interrupts  the  view. 
Most  Brazilians,  we  notice,  prefer  to  have 
their  ilwellings  stand  out  free  from  trees 
and  tall  shrubs,  so  that  the  inmates  can 
keep  a  watchful  eye  on  the  passing  world, 
and  so  that  the  passing  worUl  can'  sec  the 
ornamental  appendages  of  the  house  and 
the  dresses  of  the  ladies  as  they  sit  at  the 
wintlows  or  in  the  tloorwavs.  For  this  Uiey 
are  willing  to  have  the  tropical  sunshine  in 
the  windows  and  on  tlic  roof  ail  day  long. 
There  is  also  a  prejudice  against  the  damp- 
ness wliich  sh.ide  trees  cause,  it  being 
forgotten  that  this  ilainpness  is  caused 
principally  hy  the  kick  of  drainage  and 
ventilation.  If  a  sb.ided  gouinil  is  cirefullv 
rirained  and  is  ojien  to  the  wind,  and  if  the 
dwelling  is  also  well  venlilated  and  left 
open  during  the  day,  there  is-  in  reality 
very  little  to  be  feared  from  ilanipne.ss.  A 
properstmly  of  this  subject  can  not  fail  to 
show  that  trees  arc  ol  the  greatest  value  to 
the  hcahh  ofacily,  and  drat  they  should 
he  protected  by  the  most  stringent  ol  laws. 
Neither  the  people  nor  the  municipal  o.Ti- 
cials  should  be  permitted  to  cut  them  down, 
without  the  clearest  and  best  of  reasons. 
In  this  city  we  have  seen  large  and  beauti- 
ful trees  cut  down  because  their  roots 
interlered  with  the  unnecessary  paving  of  a 
little  square,  and  we  have  seen  many  a  little 
patch  of  a  square,  which  would  be  far  more 
beautiful  and  useful  as  a  public  garden, 
given  over  to  tlie  ugly  stone  pavement. 
Why  it  is  that  the  people  ol  tropical  coun- 
tries are  so  partial  to  bare,  stone  pavements, 
we  have  never  been  able  to  understand. 
Perhaps  they  facilitate  revolutionary  o[)era- 
tions,  or  are  more  easily  cleaned  and  ke|)t 
in  order.  However  this  may  be,  the 
planting  of  trees  in  the  slrceis  and  public 
squares  shouhl  be  encouraged,  and  then 
tliey  should  be  jealously  [irotected.  An 
oUi  tree  has  an  intrinsic  value  in  it  which 
no  municipal  legislator  can  aftbrd  to  ignore, 
and  this  ill  itself,  if  not  for  its  beauty  and 
comfoit.  should  be  suOlcient  to  insure  its 
protection  against  the  vandals  who  wish  to 
lay  paving  slones  where  it  stands.

Coffee  N^tes 


—The  entire  abandonment  of  the  reciprocity 
scheme  of  the  Mckinley  billis  under  discussion  in 
President  Cleveland's  cabinet.  As  this  depends 
upon  a  radical  modification  of  the  whole  tarifT 
system,  the  question  will  not  be  decided  hastily. 
It  is  believed  that  a  tariff  for  revenue  to  be  levied 
on  coffee  and  sugar  will  be  advocated. 


THE  COFFEE  SLUMP. 

Speculation  in  the  coffee  market  has  been  very 
active  this  week.  Values  have  suffered  consider- 
ably and  the  great  "bull"  operator  of  Paris,  a 
dealer  named  Katlenbnck,  was  forced  to  abandon 
his  representatives  in  this  market.  In  consequence 
of  the  failure  to  obtain  further  remittances  from 
Kattcnbach,  the  firm  of  Thos.  M.  Barr  &  Co, 
one  of  the  most  conservative  and  best  known 
houses  in  the  trade,  was  compelled  lo  susjicnd  on 
Tuesday,  with  liabilities,  of  about  $2!;o,ooo.  The 
announcement  of  the  failure  was  followed  by  in- 
tense excitement  and  a  semi-panicky  feeling,  prices 
falling  to  a  level  not  reached  before  in  months. 
It  is  tobc  hoped  that  the  situation  will  soon  im- 
])rovc  and  a  more  settled  tone  succeed  to  the  irreg- 
ularity caused  by  the  manipulations  of  contending 
-■^peculators.  The  demoralization  in  o|itions  has, 
of  course,  affected  the  market  for  spot  coffee,  res- 
tricting; business  and  weakening  values.  The 
statistical  outlook  is  favorable  to  holders  of  coffeo.

If  lliese  selfish  and  unscrupulous  military  rulers 
could  be  dropped  (roin  power,  the  world  ivonld  be 
quite  as  secure  and  much  happier  and  richer. 

—A  singular  acciilenl  occurred  on  llie  Rio  de 
Ouro  raihvay,  nr-ar  the  S.  Joan  factory,  on  the 
morning  of  ihe  iSlh,  which  resulted  in  ihc  death  .f 
a  jioor  .Spanish  woman  named  Francisca  de  Sam' 
Anna.  .Slie  was  crossing  the  line  when  slie  heard 
Ihe  warning  whislie  of  an  approachiiit;  train, 
Becoming  alarmed  she  climbed  up  llie  side  of  a  bank 
but  slipped  and  rolled  down  upon  the  track  just  as 
the  train  was  passing.  She  was  cut  into  pieces  in 
a  mnmenl.  The  locomotive  driver,  who  was  nol 
in  ihe  least  blameworthy,  was  at  ones  arrested  and 
locked  up. 

—On  (lie  I7lh  the  /"ff/e  announced  Ihal  its  editor- 
in-chief.  Senator  Quintino  Bocayuva,  who  is  on 
the  .Senate  commission  to  which  the  appointment 
of  ibe  municipal  jirefect  was  referred,  would  vote 
against  (lie  confirmation  of  liarrala  Ribeiro  for 
that  post.  As  such  an  announcement  was  so  im- 
politic thai  even  QuiiilJno  hiniseif  could  not  help 
seeing  it,  the  /'ah  on  the  next  day  was  obliged  10 
say  that  the  slatemert  was  a  rpii/>  ik  main  ol  its 
re|)orting  staff  of  wdiicli  its  veiieralcd  chief  had  no 
knowledge.  If  llie  slafi  is  given  to  %xm:\^  blunders 
as  this  the  illustrious  senator  should  b.ive  a  few  of 
them  sent  lo  Cuculiy. 

—The  inunicijial  inlendeiicia  has  adopted  a  by- 
law, which  the  iirefect  has-  sanctioned,  requiring 
the  closing  of  all  places  of  business  at  JO  p.m. 
except  where  a  special  license  has  been  applied  for 
and  granted  lo  keep  ojien  until  1  a.m.  This 
special  license  will  cost  300$  per  annum,  and  in- 
fraclioiiH  of  the  law  will  incur  a  fine  of  100$,  with 
the  option  of  a  double  fine  or  recallof  license  in 
rase  of  second  offiiices.  It  is  to  he  presumed  that 
aii  hoielF,  restauiants,  cigar-.shops,  kiosques,  etc., 
which  cater  for  llie  theatre-goers,  will  have  to  pay 
the  extra  license  fee.  In  fact  thurc  are  many  kinds 
of  occupations  which  can  be  dragged  in  under  lliis 
"■egulalion.  ,
